Selling Like 60/ 


By WILLIAM IVES

E HAVE, if the financial ex- 
perts are correct, just passed 
through 12 months of dynamic 
economic changes that have made 
each of us re-examine our selling 
techniques. I suppose it would be 
natural for us to breathe a sigh 
of relief and pat ourselves on the 
back for having come through 
this year as well as we have. Yet, 
if we do this, we may well miss 
the tremendous challenge that 
lies ahead in the coming years. 
As you know, our industry is 
composed of a great many small 
business units. Whereas large 
companies divide the manage- 
ment of their affairs into many 
components, we, as small busi- 
nessmen, must assume the respon- 
sibility for all of the various 
‘‘departments’’ of our businesses. 
The owner-manager position so 
commonly found in our industry 
means that we must be able to 
handle a variety of jobs, and do 
them well. 


In the course of one day, it 
would not be unusual for the pest 
control company manager to as- 
sume many of these functions: 


1. Chairman of the Board— 
Establish the general poli- 
cies and set short and long 
term goals for the enter- 
prise. 

2. General Manager — Oversee 
the total operation of the 
business. 

3. Production Superintendent 
Schedule work for others to 
do and supervise their ef- 
forts so that they meet com- 
pany standards. 

4. Accountant — Interpret cost 
and sales figures to ade- 
quately determine the com- 
pany’s progress. 

d. Personnel Manager—Select 
and train the required per- 
sonnel for the company, and

interpret the company poli- 
cy to employees. 





6. Buyer—Select and purchase 
the necessary equipment and 
materials for the day to 
day operation of the com- 
pany. 


~ 


Public Relations Manager 
Interpreting the company 
and its policies to the pub- 
lic and create a friendly at- 
mosphere in which to work 
in the community. 





8. Advertising Manager —Se- 
lect advertising appeals, me- 
dia, write copy, and, in gen- 
eral, develop potential cus- 
tomers for the firm. 


9. Sales Manager — Establish 
sales policies, determine po- 
tential customers, and pre- 
sent the sales story direct- 
ly to the prospects. 


This sort of breakdown may 
seem staggering when we see our 
routine chores broken down into 
parts. However, a_ successful 
small businessman must do these 
things if he is to assure the con- 
tinued progress of his own com- 
pany. It is no wonder that on 
occasion some of these responsi- 
bilities are neglected due to the 
pressure of one or more of the 
others. As a matter of fact, any 
of these components could be dis- 
eussed at length as they apply to 
our business in this growing in- 
dustry. But, our attention, from 
this point on, will be directed at 
sales. 


Tomorrow’s Market 

There have been many fore- 
casts of things to come from a 
variety of sources in recent 
months. We are told that our 
economy will enjoy a gross na- 
tional product of $500 billion by 
the first half of 1960. The econo- 
my is at approximately a $450 
billion level now. Eeonomists say

that our economy is expected to 
grow at a rate in excess of 10% 
in the next year. Going a little 
further, some authorities now pre- 
dict that by 1975, we will be do- 
ing business at the rate of $835 
billion per year. Unless you are 
in government service, these fig- 
ures are virtually impossible to 
understand. But, what they do 
mean is that the next 15 years 
will show an expansion of our 
economy at a fabulous rate. 

You may well ask, ‘‘How 

come?’’ Here are a few forecasts 

from a recent issue of Business 

Week magazine: 

1. Population will grow from 
nearly 180 million to 235 
million by 1975. This means 
that more grocery stores, 
more drug stores, more pro- 
duction plants, more hos- 
pitals, more schools, more 
of everything will be need- 
ed to care for this addition- 
al growth. This in turn 
means more potential cus- 
tomers for our industry. 

2. The work foree will grow 
by 23 million in the next 
15 years. This will give 
us a pool of workers from 
which to seleet our employ- 
ees. It also means more in- 
dividuals with money to 
spend in the market. 

3. Personal income will grow 
about $740 on the average 
in this period, meaning 
more money will be spent. 

4+. The demand for services is 
expected to inerease from 
$100 billion to $225 billion 


or 125°! This means that if 
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your company is able to 
give its customers what they 
want, and can hold its pres- 
ent share of the market, you 
will be doing over twice as 
much business 15 years 
from today. 

These predictions give us some 
idea of where we may be head- 
ing. Of course, the question im- 
mediately arises, how do we get 
our share of this tremendous 
market? Assuming that we are 
able to continue keeping abreast 
of technological changes, and 
continue to provide our clients 
and the public with a service that 
meets their requirements at a 
price they are willing to pay, the 
only answer is... SELL. 
Three-Sided Sales Program 

There are no magic formulas 
for selling, any more than there 
are magie formulas for conquer- 
ing resistant roaches. Yet, there 
is more to it than the old saw 
about hard work would imply. 
For any successful selling effort 
is more than a matter of wearing 
out shoe leather, although shoe 
leather is a very important ingre- 
dient in making sales. 

It is important that any sales 
program begin with three basic 
questions : 

1. What are we going to sell? 

2. Whom are we going to sell? 

3. How shall we price our 

product or service? 

The answers to these questions 
will vary from company to com- 
pany, state to state, even town to 
town. For example, in deciding 
what you will sell, look to the 
strengths of. your company. The 
organization with unusual ability 
to perform termite work, but 
with littl experience or 
knowledge of general pest con- 
trol will probably do best to con- 
centrate on selling the thing it 
is able to perform the best 
termite control. Having made 
this decision, the question of 
whom to sell to falls in line. Now 
we must decide how to price this 
service. Shall we be a large vol- 
ume production company, a cus- 
tom application house, or estab- 
lish sure middle ground? Once 
these questions have been ans- 
wered we have established a 
sales policy. From this point on, 
all decisions regarding sales 
should be compared to this policy 
to be sure that the effort stays 
‘‘on the beam.’’ Of course, as 
the size and character of your 
company changes, or as consumer 
wants change, a new sales policy 
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will be necessary. If such is the 
case, it should be worked out in 
the same careful manner that the 
original policy was determined. 
Before You Diversify 

Perhaps it would be well to 
mention, in passing, that there is 
a great tendency for most people 
to feel that the potential for prof- 
it is greater in another area of 
business than in the one they are 
promoting. This aceounts for 
many of us jumping into projects 
that a specialty salesman lays on 
our desk and promises great re- 
wards if we ‘‘get in’’ on this new 
thing. Most of us have found 
that if we do not have the neces- 
sary ready cash and/or the per- 
sonnel to take advantage of the 
new promotional possibilities in- 
herent in a new product or serv- 
ice, we would be much better off 
to put the same time, effort, and 
money into developing the area 
of interest we chose when we set 
our sales policy. Obviously, none 
of us can afford to close our 
minds to new business possibili- 
ties, but we would all do well to 
weigh the factors involved in 
taking on a new venture before 
committing ourselves. 


Adventures of Mort

Having set the selling policy, 
we must now hammer out the de- 
tails of the actual sales effort. A 
successful selling campaign must 
be well planned. It should be 
well coordinated. That is, adver- 
tising appeals should coincide 
with important seasons of insect 
and rodent activity. Personal 
selling efforts should be aimed 
at featuring the appeals made in 
other advertising. Most impor- 
tant, all selling appeals must be 
aimed at the customer’s buying 
motives. All people do not buy our 
services for the same reason. The 
housewife may buy because. she 
‘‘hates bugs,’’ whereas a_ busi- 
nessman may buy because of po- 
tential stock loss, or the fear of 
losing the goodwill of his eustom- 
ers if a pest problem is discov- 
ered in his establishment. A suc- 
cessful salesman backed up by a 
well thought out program can 
convert these basic concerns into 
dollars in the bank. If you are 
one of those who believes that 
the only buying motive is a low 
price, it might be well to ask 
yourself how many dollars have 
you spent on things that you 
don’t need just because they

were cheap? People must be in- 
terested in what you have to sell 
before price becomes a factor in 
their decision. 

Salesmen Must be Trained, Too 


Thus far, we have talked about 
setting sales policies and planning 
sales campaigns. Now, let’s talk 
about the salesman. It may be 
that you do your own selling, or 
you may hire people to represent 
you to the public. Either way, 
the salesman is the important 
key to sales success. Most of us 
would not think of offering a 
service to the public unless we 
knew how to do the job, or had 
others in our company qualified 
to handle the situation. I doubt 
that anyone in our industry 
would hire a garage mechanic, 
give him a bottle of chemical or 
a pound of powder, aim him at a 
job and tell him to service the 
job without telling him how to 
do the work you expect of him. 
Yet, many of us think nothing of 
trying to help people reach a 
buying decision (a most complex 
effort) without any actual train- 
ing on our part. Don’t let the 
word training scare you. It 
doesn’t have to be expensive. If 
you want to learn about selling, 
you can get information from a 
variety of sources ranging from 
elaborate classroom training pro- 
grams to a subscription to a sales 
magazine. Of course, the more 
extensive your understanding is 
of the techniques of selling, the 
more likely are your chances for 
success, provided you are willing 
to work at it as you would any 
other part of your business. If 
you expect servicemen to do your 
selling job, train them as thor- 
oughly in this area as you do in 
the techniques of applying chem- 
icals. 

All of today’s selling is done 
against competition. The compe- 
tition will continue to get keener. 
There is a strong tendeney to 
forget that your local pest con- 
trol competition is not the only 
competitive factor you must sell 
against. The homeowner may 
have to make a decision between 
your termite proposal or doing 
the work, as best he can, himself 
and putting the money saved 
toward a new refrigerator or 
bedroom set. In this case he must 
be made to realize that your pro- 
posal represents an investment 
that can protect his property and 
assure a continuing value on that 
home in excess of what he ean 
hope to add to it through the

The grocery owner may want to 
have his stock boy spray around 
the store occasionally. You should 
be prepared to show the greater 
advantage accruing to him by 
spending a small sum monthly 
and having the assurance that 
this work is being done safely by 
trained personnel. 


We have talked of planning 
sales programs, sales campaigns, 
training ourselves, and_ selling 
against competition. <All of these 
things take effort. But, I like to 
think of selling effort as the 
premium we must pay for the 
protection of our business tomor- 
row. There is a great opportunity 
opening for us and our industry. 
If we are to take advantage of 
this fact. we must begin next 
vear to sell] like 60! 


Dusts for Wasps 


Recent recommendations from 
a couple of sources say the most 
effective way to kill wasps is 
by thoroughly dusting the nests 
at least a half-hour after full 
darkness. 


Louisiana State University ex- 
tension service suggests the use 
of 5 or 10% DDT dust directed 
at the nest’s opening. 


Experts at the University of 
California propose propelling sil- 
ica aerogel dust by means of a 
fire extinguisher. The gas in the 
extinguisher is said to numb the 
wasps so they won't attack the 
applicator while the dust dries 
up the wasps. 

Researchers at LSU say a flash- 
light ean be used when following 
their method.

HE PROBLEMS facing any 

mosquito control district at- 
tempting a program of adult mos- 
quito abatement by chemical 
methods are many and varied. 

Wind velocity and = direction 
are problems. 

Temperature, humidity and 
things such as adequate access 
roads for ground equipment all 
tend to confuse the issue. How- 
ever, these are things over which 
we have no control. 

Mechanical Failures 

One problem that has always 
faced our District is the failure 
of mechanical equipment to fune- 
tion properly when it is needed. 

Surely, many a director of a 
mosquito control program has 
added grey hairs when, after 
promising numerous residents of 
an infested area that their area 
would be worked that night, he 
learns the machine used for the 
work operated some 30 or 40 
minutes, then suddenly required 
two or three hours of field main- 
tenance—and this just at the 
time when the work should have 
been in full swing. 

Every mosquito control district 
which attempts an adulticiding 
program must encounter a prob- 
lem of this nature, regardless of 
the type of equipment used. 

The Lee County (Florida) Mos- 
quito Control District operates 
nine Todd Insecticidal Fog Ap- 
plicators in a program designed 
to provide adult mosquito abate- 
ment throughout the major 
populated areas of the district. 

These machines function ad- 
mirably when they are kept in 
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operation constantly—say three 
to five nights a week. But when 
they are reactivated after a peri- 
od of inactivity, the trouble be- 
gins. Operating smoothly during 
stationary trials in the yard, the 
machines emit great clouds of 
fog. Move them, and what hap- 
pens? The gas jet inthe combus- 
tion chamber becomes clogged. 
Well, you say, it takes only 
10 minutes or so to clean it. 
But suppose the loss of heat is 
caused by a pump that refuses 
to prime itself; or, when primed, 
refuses to pump not more than 
10 or 15 pounds of pressure; or, 
even worse, refuses to produce 
any pressure. 

Or, suppose the gasoline pres- 
sure regulator valve stops up or 
sticks, extinguishing the fire in 
the combustion chamber, or 
worse, the fire still burns, but 
the Briggs stops—out of gas. 
Sometimes the float in the Briggs 
carburetor sticks and gasoline 
dribbles out over everything. 

Another problem in connection 
with gasoline leaks is the gaso- 
line running near the hot distrib- 
utor head from a leaky tank. One 
does not always have the time 
to change tanks. 

If you have had some of these 
problems with your equipment 
you are not alone. We in Lee 
County have had them all, and 
many others, many, many times. 

At this time, however, we have 
found one of the answers to a 
number of problems inherent in 
the equipment we operate — the 
TIFA. 

Converts to Propane 

Although we have modified 
this machine several times, the 
best of these changes has been 
to convert the machine to pro- 
pane operation. It is impossible 
for me to give sufficient empha- 
sis to that statement. It sounds 
simple, and it is. But the re- 
wards are many. 


We entered this field blindly, 
without any knowledge of what 
we would accomplish, with a goal 
no higher than that of cutting 
fuel costs. In our State of Florida 
the mosquito control districts are 
subject to 7¢ a gallon state tax 
on gasoline. This is true in every 
case, since the state gasoline tax 
is specifically on the manufac- 
turer and not on the consumer. 
At this time propane gases are 
not subject to this tax. Although 
a tax on LP gas used as fuel in 
motor vehicles is applied and re- 
ported to the state quarterly on 
a miles travelled basis, fuel used 
in stationary engines such as the 
TIFA is not taxed at all. 


Sought Fuel Saving; 
Got Better Performance 


Our original intention was, 
thus, to save 7¢ a gallon state 
tax. Actually, we have not en- 
tirely accomplished that purpose. 
Our price for regular grade gaso- 
line this year is 12.31¢ a gallon, 
plus 7¢ state tax, or a total of 
19.31¢ a gallon. At this time, our 
cost for LP fuel is 16¢ a gallon 
without any tax. Therefore, we 
save 3.31¢ a gallon instead of the 
intended 7¢, but this amount rep- 
resents a substantial saving in 
fuel costs when operating nine 
machines. 


So we accomplished our origi- 
nal aim—to cut fuel costs. 

But, in the course of our work 
(some eight months having 
passed since the machine was first 
successfully operated on propane 
in the field), we have found that 
the benefits derived from this 
conversion were far greater than 
we had ever anticipated. When 
the conversion was complete 
something else had evolved. The 
machine worked, and it worked 
well when we wanted it to work. 
There were no strainers to stop 
up, no gas pump to fail, no gas 
pressure regulator valve to give

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trouble and no carburetor float 
to stick. 

Every major problem inherent 
in the gasoline system of the 
TIFA had been eliminated. 

The district has now converted 
six of these machines to LP gas 
operation at a cost of approxi- 
mately $100 a machine, not in- 
cluding the cost of the fuel stor- 
age tank. We expect to complete 
the same modification of the re- 
mainder of our units as soon as 
possible.

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Cost for Conversion 

The cost which you should in- 
cur in attempting this conversion 
to propane depends almost en- 
tirely on what vou want in the 
finished machine. This type of 
operation lends itself easily to 
the addition of other accessory 
equipment, thus adding to the 
quality of the machine—and to 
the cost. 


When considering the actual 
cost of changing an old machine 
to propane and stopping there, 
the cost should be about $100, ex- 
clusive of the supply tank, de- 
pending upon who does the work. 
If your shop is equipped to han- 
cle the installation you can, of 
course, do your work at a some- 
what lower cost than if you have 
the conversion done on a ¢on- 
tract basis. 

After taking this initial step, 
you have a machine which will 
operate on LP fuel. You now 
must decide on the capacity tank 
which fits your needs. In our 
county, we use 120 gallon water 
capacity tanks, which actually 
carry about 93 gallons of pro- 
pane. A tank of this size costs 
us $120.00 FOB the manufactur- 
er’s plant. We have trucks sta- 
tioned permanently on_ islands 
accessible only by ferry. Trans- 
portation costs make it necessary 
to refuel these trucks as infre- 
quently as possible. If you return 
vour trucks to a central location 
each night, you would probably 
want to use a smaller tank, at a 
corresponding Ly lower cost. 

The tank size required might 
be affected by one consideration 
other than cost—the type of LP 
vas available to you. 


3 Gases to Choose From 


Generally, there are three types 
of LP gases available—butane, a 
mixture of butane and propane, 
and propane. Of these three, we 
have chosen straight commercial 
propane for our use. It has a 
lower BTU rating than the other 
gases, but it also has a lower 
freezing point. Our understand- 
ing of the potential problem with 
a mixed gas or with butane is 
this: All expanding gases cool 
rapidly. The rate of consumption 
of LP gas in a TIFA is for all 
practical purposes equal to that 
of regular grade gasoline, and is 
sufficient to cause very rapid 
cooling of the gas in the supply 
tank. What could happen is that 
after continued operation the gas 
could cool itself to a degree near 
its freezing point, and the tank

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pressure would fade, thus caus- 
ing erratic operation of the 
equipment. The time required 
for this to happen would vary 
with the outside temperature, the 
original vapor pressure of the 
gas, and the size of the storage 
tank used. We have found that 
commercial propane gas works 
best for our purpose. 

As a test, we used a 50 gallon 
water capacity tank for our sup- 
ply on a day when the average 
temperature was 42 degrees—a 
rarity in Lee County. We parked 
the complete unit in the shade, 
and fogged some 200 gallons of 
diesel oil through it in a period 
of about five hours. At the end 
of this time the tank pressure 
had dropped from 98 to 95 
pounds — a negligible amount. 
Thus, this potential problem of 
fading tank pressure has not ma- 
terialized when using propane as 
a fuel. 

Accessory Equipment 


As I have stated, at this point 
it became easy to add accessory 
equipment. An electrical starter 
is as useful on a TIFA as any- 
where else. You may have one on 
your machine for slightly less 
than $100. If you choose to in- 
stall a starter you then have a 
unit which is easily adaptable to 
a completely cab-controlled unit. 
With the modified TIFAs which 
we are now using in Lee County, 
it is not necessary for the driver 
to leave the cab of the truck at 
any time during his night’s run. 

One other item of accessory 
equipment which should be con- 
sidered is a fog time recorder. 
We have installed a time record- 
er for this purpose on our units 
at a cost of approximately $30.00 
for each unit. Since they record 
accurately the time fog is ae- 
tually emitted from the machine, 
their importance can be seen at 
onee. The formulation recom- 
mended at this time by the Flor- 
ida State Board of Health is a 
mixture of 3 parts 90% mala- 
thion, 3 parts Lethane, and 94 
parts diesel oil. This formulation 
costs approximately 50 cents a 
gallon and is applied through the 
machine at the rate of 40 gallons 
an hour. If the insecticide tank 
is fueled when the unit leaves 
the yard, and the reading on the 
fog time recorder noted as soon 
as the tank is refilled, you have 
an accurate figure for your rate 
of application per hour. 

In our case, we set the rate of 
flow at the shop, and each day 


check the rate of flow by this 
method, and make the necessary 
adjustments if any are required. 

This meter can be purchased 
and installed by any of you, 
should you so desire. It is simply 
an electric hour meter, such as 
is used on heavy equipment to 
record engine hours. 

Two points, however, should be 
kept in mind when ordering. 
First, be sure to specify that the 
meter must be equipped with an 
instantaneous start and stop de- 
vice, an accessory not usually in- 
cluded on standard hour meters. 
Second, it is necessary to place 
the pressure switch below the for- 
mulation off-on control in the 
flow system of the TIFA. Then, 
it is essential to move the particle 
size selector valve to a point just 
below the pressure switch. The 
addition of this meter to the 
TIFA will provide a more effi- 
ciently controlled rate of appli- 
cation than has ever been pos- 
sible before. 

The overall costs of the equip- 
ment considered so far should be 
between $300 and $400, assuming 
you have an old machine you 
plan to convert. Should you de- 
sire to purchase a new machine, 
the picture changes considerably. 

We have just purchased 3 new 
TIFAs for our operation. They 
are operated on propane, cab-con- 
trolled with _ electric starter 
and mounted on a truck ready to 
fog. Considering all labor and 
material, these TIF As cost us ap- 
proximately the same price as a 


factory TIFA in a crate, not 
mounted, and with no electric 
starter. They were, of course, 


purchased in component parts 
and assembled in our shop. This 
is possible since gasoline equip- 
ment furnished with the factory 
—not necessary with propane— 
more than offsets the cost of the 
propane installation, starter, as- 
sembly and mounting costs. 

Our experience with this pro- 
pane operated machine has made 
us enthusiastic. We believe it to 
be the most reliable machine 
available for adult mosquito con- 
trol. The truck operators find it 
a real pleasure to operate this 
equipment after their experiences 
in previous years. And, I ean as- 
sure you, the director is the man 
who really benefits. That peace 
of mind at the dinner table, 
knowing that the units assigned 
to fog several hours each that 
night will accomplish what they 
set out to do, makes this modifi- 
cation well worthwhile.

FHA’s 5-Year Pretreatment Guarantee 
Requirement Irks Builders, Powell Says 


Builders are questioning the 
advisability of using soil poison- 
ing as the prime method of ter- 
mite protection because of the 
prevailing confusion over the 
five year warranty required by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. So said J. M. Powell, Jr. of 
Residential Developers, Ine., 
Baton Rouge, La., and represent- 
ing the National Association of 
Home Builders. He was speaking 
to termite operators at the Na- 
tional Pest Control Association’s 
convention in Biloxi, Miss., dur- 
ing the third week in October. 

The requirement muddies up 
getting approval of building 
plans and specifications. Since 
FHA requires the warranty has 
to run from the builder to the 
homeowner, a bond or guarantee 
from the termite operator does 
not release the builder, irrespec- 
tive of the responsibility of the 
operator. 

‘*“We as builders do not con- 
sider this reasonable,’’ Powell ad- 
vised an attentive audience of 
soil treaters. 

‘Aside from our concern as to 
what might happen to us, say 
three years hence in the event of 
a serious infestation and the pos- 
sibility of being unable to enforce 
promises or guarantees by you 
people, many of us cannot under- 
stand why there is such a re- 
quirement for soil poisoning and 
not for the other four methods of 
termite protection recommended 
by the Building Research Advi- 
sory Board.’’ 

Several states limit the guar- 
antee period. Regulations of the 
Louisiana Pest Control Commis- 
sion say, ‘‘A licensee in termite 
control work must enter into a 
contract with his client for a 
period of not less than and not 
more than two years to control or 
prevent or keep the premises clear 
of termites ineluding spot treat- 
ments.” 

Powell explained that lawyers 
can come up with many different 
interpretations of what is implied 
in such legislation, but regardless 
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of the stand taken confusion can 
still reign. 

“The builder still feels he is 
the guy that is going to come 
out on the short end of the stick,’”’ 
Powell said. 

Why the Guarantee? 

Warwick V. Norris, architec- 
tural supervisor for the Federal 
Housing Administration’s activi- 
ties in the eight southern states 
which make up its Zone 3, ex- 
plained why a guarantee is re- 
quired for soil pretreating and 
not other termite preventive 
measures. 

‘‘Under past procedures, FHA 
always looks to the prime con- 
tractor for the structural sound- 
ness of his product and since only 
the pretreating agent or the con- 
tractor knows whether MPS spec- 
ifications for soil treating have 
been followed, and the work can- 
not be checked under present 
staff limitations, the guarantee is 
required. 


‘“*Compared to what we know 
about the other structural ele- 
ments that go into a house, we 
know very little about soil treat- 
ment for termites. It is relatively 
new. It is not practical for us to 





check or inspect applications of 
your chemicals. The writers of 
the MPS thus felt the guarantee 
requirement was justified under 
the present cireumstanees,’’ Nor- 
ris said. 

The intent of the Minimum 
Property Standards is to get into 
FHA financed structures those 
characteristics which will assure 
present and continued utility, 
durability, and desirability, as 
well as compliance with basie 
safety and health requirements. 

Since the FHA is also inter- 
ested in the anticipated market 
value of property it underwrites, 
planning and construction which 
exceeds the minimums and results 
in increased marketability, or in 
reduced maintenance or early re- 
placement of equipment, is all re- 
flected in the Administration’s es- 
timate of its value. 

In termite sensitive areas 
where the soundness of a strue- 
ture may be lessened by the in- 
sidious wood eaters, the FHA 
looks to the builder to build-in 
safeguards against infestations. 
Usually the Building Research 
Advisory Board recommendations 
are followed in arriving at good 
standard construction practices 
in this phase of construction. 

BRAB > recommendations in- 
clude: 1. adequate drainage of 
site and building; 2. application 
of protective measures; 3. proper 
clearance between ground and

Hlow caw the termite control in- 
dustry proceed to demonstrate 
the need for required peehantnes 
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in termite regions with ‘‘slight 
to moderate’’ and ‘‘moderate to 
heavy ‘infestations? In answer to 
this, Norris said TOs should ad- 
vertise to all levels in the home 
building field: builders, bankers, 
loan agencies, prospective home- 
owners, ete. And such advertis- 
ing should be attractive, informa- 
tive and positive. 

‘*Give the builders a sales ad- 
vantage, not just a replacement 
component. Builders need to be 


sold on the trouble-free, low- or 
non-maintenance advantage of

placement of such alternative 
methods as shields, treated lum- 
ber, ete. Give them something 
they can turn into a sales ad- 
vantage. 

A builder is required to post a 
notice of the sort of termite-pre- 
ventive treatment he has used. 
‘Provide him with an attractive, 
durable sign, and post it in some 
prominent location. It should also 
caution the homeowner to make 
or have made semi-annual inspee- 
tions. I would suggest you post 
such a notice in the utility room, 
or a storage room in the base- 
ment,’’ he said. 

Builder Powell also urged ter- 
mite men to provide housing de- 
velopers with more sales tools. 
‘| think one good thing you 
could do which would be helpful 
to vou, and the builder would ap- 
preciate it, is to give him a little 
‘poop sheet’ saying just what soil 
poisoning is and does.” 

Pretreat in Fla., Calif. 

Two industry pretreaters had 
different stories to tell of aecept- 
ance and pricing in Florida and 
California. 

Dempsey Sapp of Gainesville, 
Ila., said he’s been in the pre- 
treat business for ten years and 
has had acceptance of it from 
builders. Sapp has popularized 
and pre-sold his Gainesville area 
on the value of pretreatment by 
uing all the public relations 
channels open to him. 

To give builders quick service, 
he has installed radio telephones 
in each of his termite trucks so 
his men can come immediately 
when builders are ready. He 
charges 3¢ per square foot, gives 
a one-year guarantee, and_ sells 
periodic (annual) — preventive 
maintenance and inspection. He’s 
found he can complete most jobs 
by making an average of two and 
a half trips per home. 

Dempsey Sapp also sells _pre- 
treat in combination with shields 
and gives a one-year warranty. 

From the West Coast, Kenneth 
Scott, of Glendale, Calif., told his 
fellow termite men that for his 
area he didn’t feel soil poisoning 
alone is enough. 

‘‘While we wholeheartedly are 
in accord with pretreatment, we 
do not believe the best interests of 
the public, our profession, or 
those professions associated with 
ours, would be best served by pre- 
treatment at the expense of the 
other four termite preventive 
methods recommended by BRAB, 
with perhaps the exception of

shields,’’ Scott said to the group. 

He wanted to get more data 
from operator Sapp on how the 
Floridian was able to sell pre- 
treatment for just 3e a square 
foot. Scott said his costs alone 
were more than 6¢ per square 
foot. There wasn’t time for Sapp 
to give any details, but he did 
say he’s been charging this low 
price for 10 years and that he 
has had less than 1% retreats. 

Of all the suggestions coming 
out of this meeting, perhaps the 
most significant was the policy 
statement given by J. M. Powell. 
He said the National Association 
of Home Builders is about ready 
to tell FHA to remove the five 
year guarantee requirement or 
drop pretreatment as one of its 
alternate termite protective 
measures.

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Legal Responsibilities and 
Safeguards PCOs Should Use

Every businessman is faced 
with many problems and respon- 
sibilities, some of which are legal. 
We, in the pest control field, by 
the very nature of our business, 
will encounter some legal prob- 
lems which do not arise in other 
industries, and we should make 
every effort to analyze and meet 
them. 

I have selected a few of our 
many problems which I will de- 
scribe briefly and try to point out 
what safeguards we should use 
to guard against unnecessary 
risks. 

Legal responsibility can be di- 
vided into three categories: con- 
tractual, non-contractual, and 
that which may result by im- 
plication of law. 

Contractual responsibility may 
arise through oral or written 
agreements. In each contract, we 
enter into certain legal obliga- 
tions. Result: some are patent 
while others may arise by impli- 
cation of law. 

A written contract is preferred 
over an oral one. A_ contract 
should set forth in simple, plain, 
and concise language the duties 
and obligations of all parties. 
And it should be drafted in such 
a way that it is clearly understood 
and cannot be misunderstood. 

Since employment agreements 
and service contracts are very 
important to us, let us consider

Purdue, F&WLS Produce Dramatic 
Rat, Mouse Control 16 mm. Movie 


A Review 

**Rats, Mice, and You”’ is a 
new 16 mm. color and sound mo- 
tion picture produced by Purdue 
University’s Audio-Visual Cen- 
ter and its Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service in cooperation with 
the U. 8S. Fish & Wildlife Service. 
Galen C. Oderkirk, district agent 
for the USF&WLS stationed at 
Purdue, was consultant for this 
outstanding production. 


We have seldom seen such a 
dramatie and effective case for 
rat and mouse control as the one 
presented in this 20-minute 
movie. It pulls no punches and 
may be better suited to men’s 
service clubs and PTAs than to 
ladies teas, for excellent close-up 
camera work has caught rats and 
mice at work, even in such com- 
mon kitchen-place things as a 
box of breakfast cereal. Environ- 
mental conditions that invite 
trouble are graphically pictured 
along with suggestions for avoid- 
ing infestations. 

The film is divided into two 
parts, the first covering the hab- 
its and characteristics of rats and 
mice; the second with control 
methods. On-the-spot photogra- 
phy shows Norway and roof rats 
climbing wires, swinging around 
rafters, and swimming in slimy 
sewer waters. A litter of young, 
hairless rats is shown while the 
commentator explains the size of 





each litter and the number of lit- 
ters a female rat can produce 
each year. Comparisons are 
made, some through split-screen 
exposure, between the two most 
common rats in this country and 
between house and field mice. 

One brief part of the produc- 
tion is devoted to listing the dis- 
eases carried by rats and mice. 

Suggested control measures in- 
clude the use of anticoagulant 
and other rodenticides—pointing 
out that some can only be used 
by professional PCOs—as well 
‘build - ’em-out’’ recommenda- 
tions.

each case and the jurisdiction in 
which the contract is to be per- 
formed and enforced. The court 
decisions of the states vary in 
determining the latitude they will 
allow in such covenants. Several 
states have statutory provisions 
which limit such covenants and 
the statute must be strictly com- 
plied with. In some states, such 
a covenant is barred by statute 
and is unenforceable. In. drafting 
such a clause, the law of juris- 
diction should be followed. 

In looking at this same employ- 
ment agreement, if it is with a 
service employee, we may find a 


legal responsibility imposed by 
law which neither the employer 
nor the employee had given any 
thought to: namely, the method 
of compensation of the service 
employee. 

The wages or compensation 
may be based on an hourly rate, 
a percentage or commission basis, 
a fixed amount for each service 
call, weekly salary, or a combina- 
tion of these. The employer and 
employee may both feel that their 
agreement is completely — satis- 
factory; vet technically, the em- 
ployer may find for one reason 
or another that he is or has been

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in violation of the State Hour 
and Wage law. And if he is en- 
gaged in Interstate Commerce, he 
may be in violation of the fed- 
eral law. 

Contracts For Service 

Contracts for service may be 
oral, on forms adopted by the 
PCO, customer’s purchase order, 
contract drafted by customer, or 
a formal contract awarded after 
a bid is made, based on specifiea- 
tions. The last is usually a con- 
tract with a governmental agen- 
cy or a prime contractor dealing 
with the government. 

A Hold Harmless Clause is of- 
ten contained in a Service Con- 
tract. This clause may be drafted 
in numerous ways. Some create 
no greater lability on the oper- 
ator than would be imposed upon 
him by law in the absence of such 
a clause in the contract, whereas 
others may impose liabilities 
which the operator never realized 
might arise and if he did, would 
not care to assume. Liability in- 
surance may be secured to take 
care of this item, by covering for 
each contract having such a 
clause, or by carrying blanket 
coverage. Where the coverage is 
obtained on each contract, then 
the operator should submit each 
Hold Harmless Clause to the un- 
derwriting department of his in- 
surance carrier for approval to 
definitely ascertain that the 
clause does not fall within any 
exception or exclusion. Some may 
feel that since they carry General 
Liability Insurance and the par- 
ticular Hold Harmless Clause im- 
poses no greater liability than if 
the clause were not in the con- 
tract, that they are protected. 
This is not true because a claim 
or suit based on the clause would 
be contractual and not based on 
negligence. 

Special clauses may sometimes 
be advisable to fit a given situa- 
tion. In a plant where equipment 
or apparatus belonging to the 
plant has to be moved, turned on 
or off, or handled in any way, 
the PCO should have a clause in 
the contract whereby the cus- 
tomer agrees to supply necessary 
qualified personnel to do these 
things. 

It is generally understood that 
a formal written contract between 
the parties governs and that noth- 
ing can be added or subtracted. 
As a practical matter this is not 
always true. Sometimes we are 
called upon to do certain things 
not provided for in the contract

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and which we do as a matter of 
evood business, even though legal- 
ly we could not be called upon 
to do them. On the other hand, 
we are sometimes called upon to 
do things we don’t want to do, 
and it is possible in such cases to 
supplement the writing by extra- 
neous evidence, such as letters, 
proposals, direct mail advertis- 
ing, literature, and advertising in 
newspapers, periodicals, and tele- 
phone directories. 

The only safeguard that can be 
recommended is that the same 
care should be used in the word- 
ing of all these communications 
addressed to the public as is used 
in preparing the contract itself. 
Language guaranteeing some- 
thing that cannot be delivered or 
accomplished should not be used. 
One should not state as a fact 
that which is known to be not 
only questionable, but untrue in 
the light of the experience in our 
industry, yet may seem probable 
and possible to one not possessing 
our knowledge. The average per- 
son may rely on such a statement 
in entering into a contract and 
later be successful in having it 
considered as part of the con- 
tract. What does a newspaper ad 
reading, ‘‘Termites Exterminat- 
ed; Unconditional Guarantee,” 
mean to the average person? 
What are his rights if he claims 
he signed a contract based on 
that advertisement? 
Non-Contractual Liability—Accidents 

We are usually covered for 
non-contractual liability in our 
General Liability Policy to the 
extent of our insured limits. How- 
ever, a distinction should be 
drawn between an accident and 
poor workmanship. 

Care, Custody, and Control 

In rendering service, it becomes 
necessary on many occasions that 
objects be moved from one place 
to another. As soon as the serv- 
iceman takes physical possession 
of an object, it is in his care, 
custody, and control. Should the 
property be accidentally damaged 
while in the serviceman’s care, 
custody, and control, the PCO 
would be liable for the damage. 
The safeguards are either to have 
the customer move the property, 
or Carry insurance to cover care, 
custody, and control. 

This points up just a few of 
the legal implications involved in 
pest control. If you have ques- 
tions on the legal aspects, be sure 
to consult local counsel. Don’t 
take chances when you can be 
guided by sound legal advice. 
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Earlier this year an editorial 
in the Chicago Daily News 
blasted the alleged excessive 
dangers resulting from the use 
of pest control chemicals and 
called for stringent legislative 
controls to regulate their use. 

The editorial was too much 
to take for PCO George R. 
Chamlin of Continental Chem- 
iste Corp., Chicago, so he wrote 
a letter to the editor. We think 
his reply was excellent. So did 
the Chicago Daily News for it 


May I say in answer to your 
editorial (title of editorial), 
that most toxicologists descrite 
a poison as “too much.” 

Excessive quantities of salt, 
water, or even roast beef can 
produce distressing symptoms 

even lethal results. 

Toxicity — the degree of 
poison in a substance is a 
relative term (in the right dos- 
age, many poisons are useful 
medical drugs). The question, 
therefore, is not whether insec- 
ticides are poisons, but what is 
the safe dosage for use? 

The Department of Agricul- 
ture has been and is doing a 
remarkably intelligent job of 
administering the federal insec- 
ticide, fungicide, and _ rodenti- 
cide act of 1947. 

The department protects the 
public by seeing to it that no 
insecticide which is not safe and 
effective to use as directed, is 
allowed to be marketed in inter- 
state commerce. These same 
strict rules, regulations and 
dosages apply to extensive 
sprayings which come under 
their direction. 

In addition to the vast re-

gave his letter a four-column 
spread on the editorial page. 

This letter can serve as a 
guide for other PCOs to follow 
when adverse publicity on the 
chemicals they use appears in 
their local newspapers. A letter 
to the editor, similar to the one 
below which George Chamlin 
wrote, will help set the public 
straight. 

Here’s Mr. Chamlin’s reply, 
which was published by the 
Chicago paper: 


search and testing of the gov- 
ernment, insecticide manufac- 
turers spend millions of dollars 
annually to pre-test their prod- 
ucts for safety and effective- 
ness. 

No available technique _ is 
capable of giving absolute as- 
surance that a food or water, 
containing an insecticide, or 
radioactive fallout for that 
matter, is completely safe to all 
humans and all animals under 
all conditions. 


No one calls for the abolition 
of automobiles although their 
use or misuse is responsible for 
as many as 40,000 deaths in 
a year. 

What we do hear is a plea 
for safer driving. This is as it 
should be, and when many more 
people are familiar with the 
benefits they derive from prop- 
er use of pesticides, pointless 
anti-pesticide campaigns based 
on emotion as opposed to 
knowledge, would be impossible.

Florida Counselor Explains When Fla. PCOs 
Need to Register Pesticides They Sell Retail 


Pest control operators in Flor- 
ida do not need to register pesti- 
cides they sell retail if the fin- 
ished product has been purchased 
from a manufacturer who has 
registered it under the Florida 
Pesticide Act. PCOs must obtain 
registration of retail pesticides 
they formulate themselves. 

This opinion was handed down 
by the General Counsel for the 
Department of Agriculture of the 
State of Florida and provided by 
the Chemical Specialties Manu- 
facturers Association for its mem- 
bers in a special bulletin. 

The Florida counselor is quoted 
as saying, ‘‘My view of Section 
487.07(4), Florida Statutes, is: 

(1) ‘‘If the pest control oper- 
ator is using a pesticide either in 
his pest control operations or sell- 
ing the same at retail, which pes- 
ticide has been sold to the oper- 
ator at wholesale by the manu- 
facturer thereof, such pesticide 
should and must be registered by 
the manufacturer under the Flor- 
ida Pesticide Act. 

2) ‘In such case last above 
mentioned, the pesticide does not 
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have to be re-registered with the 
Department by the pest control 
operator because such _ pesticide 
has already been ‘registered with 
the Department of Agriculture 
under the Florida Pesticide Act.’ 
(3) “‘If the pest control oper- 
ator manufacturers or ‘puts up’ 
a pesticide, the product not hav- 
ing been purchased or otherwise 
procured in its pesticide form by 
the operator from an_ original 
manufacturer, such pesticide must 
be registered with the Depart- 
ment by the pest control operator, 
before the operator can sell the 
pesticide at retail. 

(4) ‘‘Where the pesticide is 
used by the operator in connec- 
tion with his own structural pest 
control operation and the oper- 
ator does not sell the same at re- 
tail except as a part of his own 
pest control work, the pesticide 
does not have to be registered 
with the Department by the oper- 
ator under the Florida Pesticide 
Act, whether the operator has 
purchased the product from an 
original manufacturer or has 
made it up himself.”

Patents Insect Vapor Barrier 


Alonzo A. Burris, Jr. of Mount 
Pleasant, South Carolina, has 
been granted U. S. patent, No. 
2,899,771, for an insect resistant 
vapor barrier that can be put 
under a building during its con- 


struction and will resist insect 


entry into it. 

The vapor barrier is said to be 
relatively thin and extends be- 
neath the basement floor from 
wall to wall. It is placed face 
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down on the side which has a 
water soluble carrier claimed to 
be capable of retaining an ef- 
fective quantity of insecticide 
and releasing it on exposure to 
moisture. Since the earrier faces 
the ground, it is said to be fully 
exposed to contact by moisture 
and the insecticide that is_ re- 
leased acts to keep insects from 
entering the building.

The potency of Kil-Set, which 
comes in 14 colors, ‘‘continues 
throughout its life on walls for 
the DDD is inert to the paint ve- 
hicle. It remains suspended in 
the paint for permanent effee- 
tiveness,’’ Consolidated claims. 


Ohio Okays Pigeon Killing 
Pigeons recently received the 
death penalty when the Ohio Leg- 
islature passed a law permitting 
birds to be destroyed any time 
except on Sunday. Now the pi- 
geon is placed in the ‘‘ nuisance’ 
category along with starlings, 
English sparrows, and crows.

IMPORTED FIRE ANT 
(Solenopsis saevissima_richteri) 
Florida: Surveys were ‘conducted in 
32 counties during September. Ex- 
tensions of infestations were found 
generally in known infested areas. 
Clay County was found infested for 
first time near Orange Park. 
PHARAOH ANT 
(Monomorium pharaonis) 
North Dakota: A heavy infestation 
reported in a home in Fargo. 
BEAN WEEVIL 
(Acanthoscelides obtectus) 
North Carolina: Severe infestation 
in dried beans in Wake County. 
BOXELDER BUG 
(Leptocoris trivittatus) 
Wyoming: Reports indicate this spe- 
cies to be a worrisome pest to home- 
owners in many parts of the State. 
Nebraska: Many calls have been re- 
ceived concerning this species. Utah: 
Entering homes at Roy in Weber 
County. 
FALSE CHINCH BUGS 
(Nysius spp.) 
Idaho: Nymphs of N. ericae observed 
migrating in an area 17 miles south 
of Twin Falls County. New Mexico: 
N. raphanus causing a nuisance in 
and around homes in Chaves, Roose- 
velt and Curry Counties. 
A COCKROACH 
(Eurycotis lixa) 
Florida: Specimens collected at Key 
West, Monroe County constitute the 
third record of this species at this 
locality. This appears to be the only 
confirmed locality for this rare spe- 
cies, originally described from a 
specimen taken at New York City on 
a banana ship from Jamaica. 
CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE 
(Tribolium confusum) 
North Dakota: Home infestations re- 
ported from several locations. 


CRICKETS 
Idaho: Migrations of Acheta sp. com- 
mon in Moscow and Lewiston areas. 
Stenopelmatus fuscus infesting a 
home basement in Boise, Ada County. 
HOUSE CRICKET 
(Acheta domesticus) 
California: A single specimen taken 
in a light trap in Borrego is a first 
record of the species for San Diego 
County. 


EARWIGS 
Louisiana: Undetermined species are 
becoming increasingly numerous 


around homes in East Baton Rouge 
Parish. 
BLACK FLIES 

Utah: Annoying hunters in parts of 
Cache National Forest in Cache and 
Rich Counties. Also annoying resi- 
dents in Bothwell and Tremonton 
in Box Elder County and in Logan 
Canyon in Cache County. 
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HOUSE FLY 
(Musca domestica) 
Idaho: Continues to be extremely 
annoying in the Moscow area. More 
abundant in 1959 in this area than 
in any year since 1945. Alabama: 
Populations have increased recently 
in Auburn. 
A GRAIN BEETLE 
(Ahasverus advena) 
Pennsylvania: Very abundant in 
3,000 bushels of oats in Centre 
County. Grain contains ragweed 
seeds. 
INDIAN MEAL MOTH 
(Plodia interpunctella) 
Maryland: Larvae infested bagged 
soybean seed at Lower Marlboro, 
Calvert County. 

MILLIPEDES and CENTIPEDES 
Kansas: Many reports received of 
entrances into homes in Finney 
County. Becoming increasingly nu- 
merous and causing a nuisance to 
homeowners. 


A HARVEST MITE 
Georgia: An undetermined species 
from stored oats in Pike County at- 
tacking individuals and necessitating 
medical attention. 

A MITE 
(Dermatophagoides pteronyssina) 
Maryland: Collected from clothing at 
Forest Hills, Prince County. This 
species feeds on organic matter; 
feathers, coarse fabrics, monkey 
food, etc. They are not known to 

injure man. 

TROPICAL RAT MITE 
(Ornithonyssus bacoti) 
California: Occurred as a heavy in- 
festation invading a home in Grass 

Valley, Nevada County. 


PSOCIDS 
Maryland: Winged forms infesting 
new wooden milk cases and annoy- 
ing consumers of milk in Gaithers- 
burg, Montgomery County, and an- 
noying in a home in University Park, 
Prince Georges County. Infesting 
used crates for dressed poultry at 
Landover, Prince Georges County. 
PSYLLIDS 

(Pachypsyllia spp.) 
Maryland: Causing a nuisance by en- 
tering homes in sections of Wash- 
ington County. 

OLD HOUSE BORER 

(Hylotrupes bajulus) 
Maryland: Larvae infesting pine 
wood in homes at localities in Queen 
Annes and Carroll Counties. 

RICE WEEVIL 
(Sitophilus oryza) 

Texas: Heavy in 400 bushels of stored 
corn in De Witt County; another in- 
festation in 8,000 to 10,000 bushels 
of stored corn in the same county. 
Heavy field infestations noted this 
year. Nebraska: Bulk shelled corn 
in Pawnee County averaged 2 wee- 
vils per 1,000 gram sample. 

BLACK WIDOW SPIDER 

(Latrodectus mactans) 
New Mexico: Very abundant around 
homes and ranch buildings in south- 
ern counties and causing consider- 
able concern among homeowners. 
Utah: Causing serious concern in 
barracks-type housing area in Lo- 
gan. Four mature females found in 
one apartment recently. A 12-year- 
old boy was bitten at Ogden. Bite 
on man in Weber County resulted 
in hospitalization; man reported as 
being in critical condition.

TIPS AND IDEAS FROM THE FIELD 


Can You Use Temporary Help? 
Based upon information furnished by 
Manpower, Inc. 

How many times have you 
wished you had an extra man on 
your crew, in the warehouse, or 
to do cleaning when your regular 
manitenance man is off? Or, have 
you wished you had a parttime 
secretary to help you get out a 
special promotion? 

Every pest control firm has its 
peak and slow periods; times 
when temporary help would be 
mighty helpful. 

The need for extra personnel 
often is due to seasonal over- 
loads, especially in the termite 
business, or it may be the result 
of employee vacations, or ab- 
sences due to illness or injury. 
Whatever the cause, temporary 
help is often needed in a hurry. 

Hiring temporary help on your 
own can be a big chore and an 
expensive one. The costs of ad- 
vertising for help, screening, in- 
terviewing, and record keeping 
mount up. And, when short-time 
workers are no longer needed, the 
employer may be faced with Un- 
employment Compensation claims. 

Such costs and headaches as 
these are avoided when you use 
one of the temporary help agen- 
cies such as Manpower, Ine. and 
others. A phone call to one of 
them will bring the number of 
workers you want. They work 
only the hours they are needed. 

These temporary workers re- 
main employees of the service 
company you ¢all. You pay the 
company for getting the work 
done. It pays its employees, keeps 
all records, makes all Social Se- 
eurity, Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion, and Unemployment Compen- 
sation payments. 

Some such temporary-help 
agencies are nationwide. They 
have men and women from many 
walks of life who for one reason 
or another choose temporary jobs 
rather than permanent employ- 
ment. 

The men may be students or 
teachers who work outside of 
class hours and during vacations. 
Others work between permanent 
jobs or to supplement Social Se- 
curity or pension payments. Some 
choose this kind of employment 
just because of the variety it of- 
fers. 

The women are mostly former 
career girls who have married, 
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had families and now wish to 
work for the temporary help 
service because they are free to 
work only when their home re- 
sponsibilities allow. 

The larger parttime-help agen- 
cies screen and test employees to 
see if they are properly qualified 
before sending them out on as- 
signments. One of the things 
personnel experts look for is the 
ability to adjust quickly to new 
surroundings and situations. 

Hiring temporary help from 
one of these professional agencies 
is often the answer when a PCO 
needs an extra hand or two in a 
hurry. 


“Urab” for Deep-Rooted Weeds 


A new weed and brush killer 
said to have been developed espe- 
cially for control of deep-rooted 
weeds and hard-to-kill weed trees 
has been introduced by General 
Chemical Division of Allied 
Chemical Corp., 61 Broadway, 
New York 6, N.Y. 

Called ‘‘Urab,’’ the new herbi- 
cide is reportedly effective 
against serub oak, wild hickory, 
sassafras, poison sumac and other 
weed trees. Claims are also made 
for control of such weeds as 
trumpet vine, briars, cattails, 
Canada thistle, and all types of 
brush. 

Urab is intended for use in 
non-crop areas and will penetrate 
soil as readily as the water it is 
dissolved in, thus reaching the 
deep root zone to give thorough 
kill, Allied says. Its movement 
in the soil is strongly downward 
rather than lateral. 


Dr. Laake to New Position 

Dr. Ernest W. Laake, 72-year 
old city entomologist for the City 
of Dallas, Texas, has left that 
position to become associated 
with the National Disinfectant 
Company in the same city. 

Taking up his new responsibili- 
ties on the first of last month, 
the veteran entomologist said, 
‘I’m too young to quit work.’’ 

Dallas city health director, J. 
W. Bass, praised Dr. Laake dur- 
ing special farewell ceremonies 
where his co-workers presented 
him with a fishing outfit. 

Dr. Laake’s three-score and 
ten years have included work in 
South America with Nelson 
Rockefeller and for the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture doing 
research on household insects as 
well as mosquitoes. 


Sanitation Violators 


Unlawful contamination of food and in- 
festation of dwellings by insects and rodents 
is bringing seizures or condemnations by 
Federal, state and local enforcement authori 
ties. Here are some of the latest violations 
ind convictions. 

A Red Wing, Minn. mill, its 
president, and one of its millers 
were recently cited for preparing 
flour, contaminated with insect 
and rodent filth, under insani- 
tary conditions. The mill was 
fined $300, and the president and 
miller, $100 each. 

In Dayton, O, a $500 fine was 
levied against both a food proe- 
essor and its president, guilty of 
storing flour in a warehouse in- 
fested with mice and insects. 

A milling executive in Seneea, 
S. C. was prosecuted for prepar- 
ing flour, contaminated with in- 
sect filth, under insanitary condi- 
tions. He was fined $500 or six 
months in prison, the defendarit 
to stand committed until the fine 
is paid; and placed on probation 
for two years. 

A $50 fine and $51 in court 
costs were levied against a Hia- 
watha, Kas. feed and grain dealer 
for storing wheat, contaminated 
with rodent filth, under insani- 
tary conditions. 

Candy contaminated with in- 
sect and rodent filth and _ pre- 
pared under insanitary condi- 
tions resulted in a $250 fine for 
a candy manufacturer in Atlanta. 

A Greenville, S. C. mill presi- 
dent and his assistant manager, 
convicted of a stored-product 
sanitation violation, were fined 
$500 or six months in prison, the 
defendants to stand committed 
until the fine is paid; and placed 
on probation for two years. They 
were guilty of storing flour, lard, 
and cornmeal, contaminated with 
insect and rodent filth, under in- 
sanitary conditions. 

Three violations of a city 
health ordinance brought a $75 
fine to a Milwaukee, Wise. man. 
He was arrested because he had 
only one garbage can for two 
families, a rubbish container was 
broken, and there were cracks 
in his duplex which permitted 
rats to enter. 
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A Siloam Springs, Ark. ean- 
ning company and its president 
were each fined $200 recently, 
and placed on probation for one 
year, for dealing in beans that 
were contaminated with insect 
and rodent filth. Charges against 
the company’s superintendent 
were dismissed. 
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Organic Insecticides — 

Their Chemistry and Mode of Action 
by Robert L. Metcalf Interscience Pub 
lishers, Inec., 250 Fifth Ave., New York 1, 
N. ¥. 402 pp., $8.50. 

Besides the mode of action and 
chemistry of organic insecticides, 
the University of California’s Dr. 
Robert L. Metealf also discusses 
in this book the relation of the 
chemical structure of organic in- 
secticides to toxicity, their me- 
tabolism in plants and animals, 
and their toxie hazards to higher 
animals. 


Key chapters are devoted to 


Nicotine, Nornicotine, and Ana- 
basine; Rotenoids; Pyrethroids; 
Organic Thiocyanates; Dinitro- 


phenols; Dichlorodiphenyltrichlo- 
roethane; Acaricides; Benzene 
Hexachloride; Cyclodiene insecti- 
cides; organic phosphorus insec- 
ticides; Carbamates; and the 
joint action of insecticides. An- 
other chapter handles a miscella- 
neous list of insecticides: Pheno- 
thiazine, Tetranitrocarbazole, Va- 
lone, Chlorinated p-Chloroethyl 
Benzene, Fluoroaleohols, Ryano- 
dine, Sabadilla and Hellebore, N- 
Isobutylamides, and several plant 
poisons. 

The wind-up chapter deals with 
insecticide resistance — its origin 
and development, cross tolerance 
of resistant insects, biochemistry 
of resistance in house flies, and 





synergists for DDT - resistant 
flies. 
Dr. Metealf’s clear, concise 


writing, plus his frequent use of 
charts and diagrams (seven illus- 
trations, 70 tables), should help 
give the reader of this book a 
much broader understanding of 
insect toxicology and the chem- 
ical action of organic insecticides. 


Manual of Insect Morphology 

by E. Melville DuPorte Reinhold Pub- 
lishing Corp., 430 Park Ave., New York 22, 
N. Y. 1959. 224 pp. $5. 

Although this book was writ- 
ten as a’study guide for under- 
graduate laboratory work, the 
PCO or entomology student with 
an interest in insect morphology 
and physiology will still find 
plenty here to hold his attention. 

If he has laboratory facilities 
for insect dissection, the PCO can 
follow Professor DuPorte’s man- 
ual to study insect segmentation ; 
wings, abdominal appendages 
and thoracie legs; external geni- 
talia; head; mandibulate mouth- 
parts; suctorial mouthparts; in- 
tegument; sense organs; and the 
alimentary, respiratory, cireula- 
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tory, reproductive, and nervous 
systems. 

By working mainly from the 
description in the text and, when 
possible, one of the 15 schematic 
drawings in the book, the stu- 
dent learns to ‘‘work intelligent- 
ly with a minimum of assistance 
from the instructor’? — one of 
Professor DuPorte’s chief aims in 
his class work. However, unless 
the operator has a background 
for this type of lab study, he may 


find portions of Professor Du- 
Porte’s manual rough sledding, 


since diagrams are few and far 
between. 

The text is based on study out- 
lines used by Professor DuPorte 
for the last 40 years. He is with 
the Department of Entomology 
at MeGill University, Quebec, 
Canada. 


General and Applied Entomology 


by V. A. Little. Harper & Bros., 49 East 
33rd St., New York 16, N. Y. 1958. 523 pp 
For the student or beginning 


PCO who needs a good, solid text 
on the fundamentals of insect 
classification, identification, and 
damage, this book should prove 
very worthwhile. 

‘*General and Applied Ento- 
mology’’ is written simply and 
clearly, covers 25 insect orders. 
Several hundred diagrams and 
photographs, plus an eight-page 
glossary and a _ nine-page bibli- 


ography for further reference, 
help round out the volume. A 
final chapter describes how to 
collect, mount, and preserve in- 


sect specimens. 

Written by Professor V. A. 
Little of Texas A & M College’s 
Department of Entomology, the 
book reflects the author’s more 
than 30 years experience in gener- 
al and applied entomology. 

‘“‘The more approved phyloge- 
netic arrangement of natural 
groups has not always been fol- 
lowed,’’ according to Professor 
Little. ‘‘They have frequently 
been arranged for study on the 
more sensible basis of habitat and 
metamorphosis. ”’ 

The one soft spot the PCO-read- 
er may find in the book is the 
limited material on control. How- 
ever, Professor Little notes that 
much detailed information on in- 
secticide application and dosages 
may be found on the manufactur- 
er’s label. 


How to Know the Beetles 


y H. E William C. Brown Co., 
35 Sovth Dubuque, Ia. 376 pp 
$4.35

Part of a ‘‘How to Know ; 
pictured-key series that William 
C. Brown Co. began in 1943, this 
book describes 1,500 eommon 
beetle species and illustrates 900 
of them through picture keys. 

Although the book covers only 
a fraction of the more than 250,- 
000 species of beetles which have 
been caught and described, the 
species here are probably the most 
common ones which the PCO 
might eneounter in his work. 
Leng’s catalog has been followed 
for arrangement and terminology. 

An introductory chapter de- 
scribes beetle biology and how to 
recognize a beetle from other in- 
sects. At the end of the book is 
a special, combination index and 
picture-glossary. 

H. E. Jaques is a professor of 


biology at Iowa Wesleyan Col- 
lege. Among other ‘‘How to 
Know pictured-key books 
he has written are volumes on in- 
sects (1947) and plant families 
(1948). 


Subtropical Fruit Pests 


by Walter Ebeling. University of California, 


Agricultural Publications, 207 University

various stages of life the insect 
passes through in its development. 


. There are three types of life 


cycles: complete and incompiete 
are two. In the third type of 
metamorphosis, the insect under- 
goes almost no change, except in 
size, such as silverfish. 


. By complete life cycle, it is 


meant that the insect passes 
through all four stages. For ex- 
ample, the house fly has acom- 
plete life cycle. Its cycle is egg, 
larva, pupa, and adult.
